The epicenter was 
beneath a swampy region which is 
believed to have absorbed most of 
the shock and prevented any inju- 
ries or damage. Earth movements 
were also felt in central. Mexico, 
eastern Cuba, southern Turkey and 
on the island of Guam. 


Locusts 
Omani authorities battled 
[mes] a fresh wave of desert 
locusts from North Africa 
and the Horn of Africa. The insects 


have spread rapidly during the past 
month due to favorable weather 
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conditions, but crop damage has 
been light so far. 

Agriculture officials in Cameroon 
launched a massive assault on a 
newinfestation of locusts inthe north 
of the country in an attempt to beat 
the onset of the rainy season. 


Rat Ranching 


A University of Wisconsin 
researcher is working with 
African scientists to see if 


a giant rat can be raised in captivity 
for food. The wild rat can grow to 
three to four pounds in weight and is 
a highly prized delicacy sold at pub- 
lic markets in Africa. Tom Yuill, asso- 
ciate dean of the School of Medicine 
at Wisconsin, said there was grow- 
inginterestin micro-livestock, smaller 
animals that are easily maintained in 
captivity. The $120,000 project is 
funded by the U.S. Agency for Inter- 
national Development.
